W E, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, whose hands and cor- 
porate seal are hereunto annexed, beg leave, in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the Act 3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 37, to submit to your Excellency the Report 
of the proceedings of the Commissioners for the year which ended the 1st of August 
] 867, and an account of their receipts and disbursements during the same period, 
distinguishing the specific sources from which all moneys have been derived, and 
the specific purposes to which they have been applied; also, an account of their 
receipts and disbursements in relation to Primate Boulter's and Primate Robin- 
son’s Funds. 



The sum appropriated at the usual annual special meeting of the Board in 
November 1866, for the several Church works of this year, amounted to 
51 928 1. 13 s 6 d . ; of this sum, 6,706 1. 2 s. 2 d. was set apart towards the 
completion of 24 Churches undertaken in former years, and 13,3701. towards 
erecting 8 Parish and District Parochial Churches, and restoring the Cathedral 
and Parochial Church of St. Canice, Kilkenny. 477 1. Is. to complete the 
amounts required for the enlargement of 12 Churches already partially pro- 
vided for and 3,716 l 4 s. 8 d. towards the enlargement of 13 other Ghuiches, 
and the residue, amounting to 27,659 l. 5 s. 8 d., was appropriated to the repairs 
of Churches, and for fencing Churchyards, including the expenses connected 
•with carrying out these several works.

In the sum of 13,370 l. above mentioned is included 650 /., granted in the 
previous year towards the erection of a District Parochial Church, which is. now 
included in this Report, inasmuch as the grant made in the previous year was 
afterwards rescinded, the conditions on which same was then made not having- 
been complied with within the period prescribed by the Board ; and in the sum 
of 3,716 1. 4 5 . 8 d. is included 295/. granted in the previous year towards the 
enlargement of two of the Churches which are also included in this Report, 
inasmuch as the grants then made were afterwards rescinded for a like reason.

With reference to the vacancies which took place in the Prebend of Mora> 
Diocese of Cashel, and in the Precemorship of Achonry, Diocese of Achonry, 
and in the Chaseellorship of Waterford, not having cure of souls within the 
meanino- of the statutes, the Commissioners recommended the appointments 
thereto to he suspended, with which recommendation your Excellency and the 
Privy Council were pleased to comply, and the emoluments thereof respectively 
have been transferred to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 



The Benefice of Eallymurren, in the Diocese of Cashel, in which Divme Ser- 
vice had not been celebrated within llie three years next preceding the 1st of 
February 1833 having become vacant, the Commissioners have ^suspended the 
appointment of a clerk thereto, and have granted a stipend of 50 l. for a curate 
who has been appointed and licensed by the Bishop of the Diocese for the per- 
formancei of'the duties o#the parish. ~ 

In pursuance of the 3lst Section of the 23rd & 24th Viet. c. 150, the Com- 
missioners have relinquished the further collection of the instalments payable on 
foot of the loans made by the Board of First Fruits for building the Glebe 
House of Fenvoy, in the Diocese of Connor, and of Killevan, m the Diocese ot 
Clogber. 



Nineteen applications for the purchase of Perpetuities have been received, 
and the sum realised from' this source- within the year has; amounted to 
3 765 l Is. 4 d.\ and, for the liquidation of mortgages granted for perpetuity 
purchases, effected in former years, a sum of 309 7 13 s 2 has been paid, and 
for instalments in repayment of Mortgage Loans under the 23 & 24 Viet. c. ISO, 
987 l. 18 s. 7 d.
